Scientific ears, mechanical ther¬ 
mometers and giant stethoscopes 
will feel the pulse of mother earth 
in the future and give miners ad¬ 
vance warning of impending cave- 
ins, J. V. Claypool, of Hibbing, Minn., 
told the National Safety Conference 
at Atlatnic City, N.J. 

Claypool, district superintendent of 
the Oliver Iron Mining Company, 
said detection of weak spots in the 
walls and props of mines were rapid¬ 
ly becoming an exact science. 

He told of a new “dynamometer 
prop" that records the earth's pres¬ 
sure against the mine’s pillars much 
In the same manner as a ther¬ 
mometer records temperature.
